And it has 
helped, as well, in creating a tremendous demand for 
gas and electricity with the result that our utilities aro 
able to provide better service at lower rates. 

Possibly one of the most absurd statements ever 
made is that utilities purchase advertising in news- 

i papers in order to Influence editorial opinion. Such an 
attitude is a grnve reflection on every' Amerlcnn editor. 
And it is likewise n serious criticism, unfounded In 
fact, of the great utilities which have made every effort 
to aid the Industrial, agricultural and domestic 
progress of the nation. 

At the present time but 0.6 per cent of the total 
revenues of the gas industry, and but 0.68 per cent of 
the electric, are used for advertising. It Is doubtful If 
any other industry of grent size ndvertises so little. 
In the opinion of ninny authorities n grent deal more 
should be spent In utility advertising in order to give 
the public a thorough grasp of the operation of the gos 
and electric Industries.

iMincetneat Pie With 
Many Variations 

The holiday season would bo In- 
complete without tho dollclous odor 
of mince meat pies 'filling every cor- 
ner of the house. When baking these 
pies, the housewife who plans her 
■meals in ndvanco has learned to mix 
a littlo extra 'pie crust. Then she uses 
tho leftover mince meat and pie 
cru.Ht to make dainty tarts and turn- 
overs for next clay's tea or supper. 

flere are several recipes for old- 
fashioned mince meat pies, filled 
cookies aud tarts: 

A Famous Mince Meat Pie Recipe 
For the crust mix in a bow! 2 cups 
flour, % teaspoon salt and "% cup 
lard. Work tho lard Into the flour 
with tho finger tips. Add Just 
enough water to hold the crust to- 
gether (about 3 or 4- tablespoons). If 
too much water is added the dough 
becomes sticky, and a tough crust re- 
sults when more" flour is added. Toss 
lit tho crust on a lightly floured board 
and roll 1-8 Inch thick. Place crust 
in : pio pan and 1111 with mince meat, 
using a one pound can or jnr for an 
ordinary pie. Moisten edge of the 
crust with cold wator and cover with 
a top crust in which has been cut a 
center decoration to nilow the steam 
to escape In baking. Press crusts 
together very firmly, brush top with 
milk or cream (to make it brown 
nicely) nnd bako In a modcratoly hot 
oven until brown. Reheat pie In oven 
before serving If baked the previous 
day. 

* * ♦ 

Mince Meat Pie With Apple Meringue 
Use the above recipe for pie crust 
and bake a lower shell until delicate- 
ly brown. Fill the baked shell with 
hot mince meat, cover with apple 
meringue and brown in a slow oven. 
To make Apple Meringue — beat 2 
egg~tatiilts* stiffly and fold in, very 
gently, -Vj cup-vrrairfuii'letf* b^ixa^jnlx- 
ed with one grated tart apple and 1 
tablespoon lemon Juice. Spread over 
pie and brown. The slight tartness 
of this pie Is pleasing at the end of a 
heavy meal. 

• # » 
Mince Meat Turnovers 
Roll pie crust 1-8 thick, nnd cut 
Into rounds or 3 inch squares. Place 
n spoonful pure mince meat, in the 
center, being sure that It does not 
come near the edges. Moisten edges 
with cold water and press together 
firmly with the tines of a fork. Cut a 
tiny Incision In top to allow escape 
of steam, brush with cream and bake 
In a moderate oven until delicately 
brown (about 15 minutes). 

* * * 

Mince Meat Tarts 
Line shallow tart pans with pio 
crust and fill with pure mince meat. 
Mix together, until crumbly, 1 heap- 
ing tablespoon flour, 2 of sugar, and 
1 of butter. Sprinkle the tarts with 
this mixture, and bake In a moderator 
ly hot oven. 

* * * 
Mince Meat Filled Cookies 

Cream 2 cups of brown sugar and 
1 cup lard, and add one egg. Add 1 
cup of sour milk mixed with 1 level 
teaspoon - of soda, 1 level teaspoon 
salt, and enough flour to moke a soft 
dough (about 6 cups). Roll dough 
1-8 injeh^ thick,' and shape with a 
cookie cutter. Place a teaspoon of 
pure mince moat on each cookie and 
cover with a cookie of equal size. 
PresB edges together, sprinkle with 
granulated BUgar, and bake in a 
moderate oven*

for several years, produced the 
Rnme not Income from his herd of 21 
cows as a new member rccelvod from 
Hfa 3f> cows'. It is these mnrglnal 
cows and the cows that do not pay 
for their feed that ore producing tho 
surplus on the Chicago dairy market 
today. It la also the marginal dairy- 
men or below, who will not take 
enough Interest In his cows to Join a 
Dairy Herd Improvement association 
and eliminate the unprofitable cows. 

Tho dairy feeding school projects 
which have been conducted by Prof. 
C. 8. Rhodes, dairy extension special- 
ist of the University of Illinois, and 
the county ngentB over the state have 
been another means of producing 
milk more economically. Mr. E. B. 
Harris, president of the Lake County 
Farm Bureau, told you a few days , 
ago about balancing his ration, and 
with the same amount of feed and t 
snmo cost was able to Increase his 
production 100 pounds of milk per day ( 
with his herd of 14 cows. We are 
holding a series of these dairy feed- [ 
Ing schools over the county during 
the next month. 

Tho mnln poultry projects which 
have been carried on in Lnke county 
are tho Antioch-Lake Villa Poultry 
show and poultry flock management 
project. The 'past week tho Antioch* 
Lako Villa Poultry show was held at 
Antioch and a marked Improvement 
was noticed In the birds which were 
exhibited. Six years ago probably 50 
per cent of the birds were disqualified 
which wore exhibited by local people. 
This year 75 per cent of the premiums 
and grand champions were won by 
the local exhibitors.

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(Continued from first page) 
have 18,000 dairy' cows and only 489, 
of them In the Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment association. I wish I could 
And the reason why so few dairymen 
take up this project. 

I know, of course, some people feel 
that It is Just a meanB of getting high 
records on their cows so that they 
will be able to adyertlBe them and 
sell them for more money. That is a 
mistaken Idea, even though it Is a 
secondary inducement to become a 
member. The principal reason for 
becoming a member of a Dairy Im- 
provement association, aa I see It, Is 
not to make more milk, but to help 
moke milk more economically. This 
project enables the up-to-date dairy- 
man to eliminate the unprofitable 
cows and build up his herd so that he 
can make the same net income with 
fewer cows,- which means less labor, 
less feed and less .interest on his In- 
vestment. These fare the. principal 
things ..which fi&Q* make for more 
economical production of milk. 

This fact wa> ..emphasised last year 
in our Herd Improvement Associa- 
tion. George White of Antioch 



In the poultry Hock management 
project the co-operators keep records 
and we assist In the raising of tho 
young stock, the housing of the 
birds, which means that we give 
recommendations on the building of 
new houses, but more especially on 
the remodeling of old poultry houses. 
This project also includes the proper 
handling nnd feeding of the laying 
flock. 

On December 3, Alfie Reed of 
Grayslake came Into the office. He 
was complaining that his 60 hens 
were laying only two eggB a day. I 
asked him what he was feeding. He 
said he was feeding ground corn, 
ground oats, bran, and a little ollmeal 
mash. I suggested that he either buy 
a good commercial mash or if he pre- 
ferred, to mix up a simple home 
mixed mash. For this mixture I re- 
commended that he use 100 pounds 
of bran, 100 pounds of middlings, 100 
pounds of fine ground corn* meal, 100 
pounds of meat scraps and four 
pounds of salt, and then keep this 
before the flock all the time in a self- 
feeder, -s 

Just three weeks later Mr. Reed 
came Into the office again and said 
that the day before he gathered 21 
eggs and the old hens were Increasing 
every day. He feels well satisfied 
with the results. I feel that this Is a 
big weakness with most of our 'farm- 
ers in Lake county. They expect to 
get eggs from the hens and milk from 
the cows without feeding a balanced 

ration. 

The soil projects In Lake county 
are limestone for legumes and phos- 
phate In some form to hasten matur- 
ity. Phosphate helps us mature 
corn even though we have shorter 
seasons on account of being near 
Lake Michigan. 

The corn disease project will be 
crowded this next year. A good many 
people think we have no corn disease 
problems in Lake county. For the 
past three years we have been tr/Ing 
It out with a few co-operators. This 
past year L. A. Huehsch of Mundeleln 
harvested 15 bushels more market- 
able corn from disease free seed than 
from the- .regular run of seod corn. 
Earl Kane, of Mundeleln. harvested 10 
bushels more marketable corn by 
careful selection of his seed. How- 
thorn Farm, Llbertyvlllo. and A. O. 
Hughes of Antioch bad similar re- 
sults. 

Our biggest project of all Is our 
4-H club work. This past year we 
had' sewing clubs, pig clubs, poultry 
clubs, dairy calf culbs, and sheep 
clubs. One of the hoys In the sheep 
club won close to 1300 in premium 
money alone by showing at the var- 
ious fairs, but this premium money 
alone, 1b not the biggest or best 
thing that the boys and girls learn. 
They study how to do things, when 
to ^T .things, and why they do things. 
They learn* to win without bragging 
and lose without whining. Theyj 
learn to work and play together and 
make the best better. TJu^Upca^ 
leaders In 4-H club work serve -with- 
out financial enumeration, but feel 
that they receive big pay b^p?aXChJng 
and helping. In the development of 
the future farm men and women of 
America.'

( An Interesting arclieologlcnl discov- 
ery was made by men clearing nn old 

J ditch nt Mornlngton, county Louth, 
IrelunnV a village nt the mouth of the 
Boyne:' 1 

Mornlngton Is connected by tradition 
with St. Patrick, who In 432, after un- 
successful efTorts to effect a landing 
in other parts of Ireland, entered the 
Koyne there nnd ran his vessel Into 
whnt was then known ub the harbor at 
Col pa, now called Colp. 

In n ditch Into which, within living 
memory the Boyne used to tlow. form- 
ing a noiurul harbor, workmen un- 
earthed the timbers of several oaken 
vessels lying nt an angle to the stream 
J»nd apparently of great age. The 
length of the vessels cannot be nscer- 
talned until. after further excavations. 

The fact that sandy soil, wilt pre- 
serve oak for thousajnjjp-of yenrs opens 
upahepuKSbimy-flml Ine vessels may 
he even older than SL Patrick's time.

Other Senses of Blind 

Not Overly Developed 

Blind persons do not hear better, 
they simply seem to because they lis- 
ten harder, Mrs. Winifred, Hathaway, 
of the Natlonnl Society for the Pre- 
vention of nilndness, told members of 
the Michigan *Eduentlonnt Institute. 
The popular belief that blind people 
hnve more uculty of other senses, sucb 
as hearing nnd touch, Is not exactly 
correct. The special senses of blind 
people, aside from sight, nre no bet- 
ter In tho beginning than those ot 
other people, sometimes not so good. 
But experience und specialization on 
tho part of the blind persons ennble 
them to make their other senses tnke 
the place of sight, so that their senses 
aro better developed than those of 
normal people. The same thing ap- 
plies to denf persons who appear to 
have muc h keener vi sion than normal.

Invented by n blind man. a camera 
which takes pictures and makes prints

A to thnt Intriguing Idea, which we 
hope will before long have developed 
beyond the embryonic state — of n 
school to train women to be good 
wives. 

I asked a woman of mnny years nnd 
much experience nnd tho record, not 
of mnny marriages but of one emi- 
nently hnppy' one, to tell me what 
she would teach In a school endowed 
for the purpose of turntng out good 
wives, happy women, the wives of 
hnppy men. 

"I should begin," she said, "by 
teaching tho girls a sense of value 
In choosing the right man to make a 
choice worthy of their future efforts. 
I should teach them to choose a man, 
not for the cut of his coat and the 
way he can light a woman's ciga- 
rette, but for the lines of his chin 
and the way he treats his mother. I 
should urge them to put In the bal- 
ance, not his steps on the dance floor 
but the gait with which he tackles a 
Job. I should prepare tlrem to ob- 
serve how ho looks at a pretty wom- 
an. If his srallo then Is clean, If there 
Is In It something of reverence— ^r 
If It's the other kind of a look. 

"The fundamental hnvlng been 
dealt with, I should encourage girls 
to give some thought to what a man 
likes In people and things as com- 
pared with what they like. Also, I 
should not count without value, the 
thing called charm, which we should 
not have to describe because they will 
feel it— the real all-wool-und-a-ynrd- 
wldo kind that manifests something 
from within. Above all, teach them to 
Judge not In the light of tho moon, 
but in the clear glare of all-revealing 
day. 

"That may take some time, de- 
pending on how much of this kind 
of Judgment a girl Is born with. 
Somo will come with no need at nil 
of tills preliminary training. They 
are tho lucky ones. Others will come, 
with u sense of values so distorted 
that you will almost despair of 
straightening them out. But I should 
persevere. For in thnt power of 
choosjug soundly lies their first 
chance of a life's happiness. 

"In a school for training wives wo 
must of course have something of tho 
prosnlc requirements; that, Is s those 
which to tho eye, of romance are 
prosaic and Inconseqentlal, but which 
often -prove of great consequence to 
tHe life of romance. The well-equipped 
wife, no rantter how highly placed, 
should bo familiar with every duty 
that goes Into the making and keep-' 
Ing of a homo— then she can with 
safety delegate the tasks, from 
creating an atmosphere of beauty In 
the home, to producing a good. meal, 
to budgeting resources— so. that the 
Lares and Penates may Indeed bo 
household gods and not demons— all 
that would bo a part of the routine In 
training for wifehood. 

"And how for tho higher grades, the 
subjects upon which most depends, 
which extend Into post graduate- 
work, and In which we can always 
continue to learn. They are such 
subjects as understanding, give and 
take, consideration, tact, the smull- 
ness of self In the language of love, 
tho Joy of giving and where lies hap- 
piness. An Important class would bo 
that on human nature and Its quirks 
and turns, and the real proposition of 
little snots on largo natures. • And 
Inst, but not least, If I had the School, 
for Making Good Wives and happy 
women, I should teach my girls some- 
thing of child psychology— for in no 
other way can they so well' approach 
the -psychology of .men— and flus-

Malay states, 
on Asia's southernmost penln- 
suln, have been literally 
snatched from an- all-covering 
vegetntion. Where once 'the 
choking Jungle crowded men back, a 
Jungle so thlqk'thut a man swimming 
in a streanfcould hardly land because 
vines and plants hugged so close to 
the water's- edge— broad fields have 
now been cleared, and Malaya plan- 
tations are among the richest In the 
world. 

Forty-flve years ago a few para rub- 
ber plants smuggled out of Brazil 
fruited here, .Today, three-fourths of 
the world's rubber .comes from this 
region. And In - this mnglc develop- 
ment Americans have played a lead- 
ing role. 

This Malay peninsula, stretching 
hundreds of miles from the Siamese 
frontier down toward the • equator, 
forms n vast humid region of dense 
forests of Jungle, wild elephants, 
snnkes. and naked people, rice fields, 
rubber plantations, and tin mines. 

There Is a governmental mixture In 
this region. Singapore, built on a tiny 
green Isle of the same nnme, which 
lies Just off the end of the peninsula 
and nearly on the equator. Is tho cap- 
ital of tho British crown colony com- 
monly, called the Straits Settlements. 
This colony embraces the Province of 
Wellesley. the Dlndlngs and Malacca 
on the mainland, and tho Islands of 
Pennng nnd Singapore. 

Thle^FeTreVafeTraTalay^thTe^^nWe* 
peninsula nnd adjoining tho Straits 
Settlements, comprise; the States of 
Perak. Selangori Pahnng.Vand Negri 
Sembllnn. Kuala Lumpur Is the cap- 
ital. 

Just . opposite Singapore, on » the 
mainland, is the Independent native 
state of Johore. which hns Its own" 
sultan* and government, but which Is 
under British protection. The Brltlsli 
governor of Singapore Is also high 
commissioner for the Federated Malay 
states _ and. Bruneh and British agent 
for north, Borneo \ihd' Sarawak, thus 
linking up British possessions and 
spheres of Influence In all Malaya and 
establishing close contnet, through one 
man, with, the colonial oftlce In Lon- 
don. • 

Many Racee There. 
"The Melting Pot of Asia," they call 
this proline, potent penlnsuln. because 
of the babel of. races, colors, and 
castes which Its wealth of rubber and 
tin has drawn to It. But In all this 
Industrial armyjof Europeans. Chinese, 
Japanese, Tamils, Hindus, and assort-, 
ed South Sea Tslandars. the Chinese 
aro the most numerous nnd powerful. 
The Malay himself is too lazy even 
to be a good fisherman. He grows a 
little rice, a few coconuts, and nets 
tho 'fish ho needs; but nature Is so 
kind that It Is said one hour's effort 
a day will support hlra and his family. 
It Is the Chlnnman who Is the tin 
miner, tho. farmer, shopkeeper, artisan, 
contractor, and financier. The Tamil 
and the Hindu add to tho stock of 
local. labor, and own small farms and 
herds, but the many millionaires mado 
In. Malaya havo mostly been Chinese. 
The palatial homes of the rich. Chinese 
bosses In Singapore nnd Pennng, In 
contrast with the miserable shacks of 
the natives, afford propf enough of the 
singular commercial superiority of the 
yellow race. 

Here, Indeed, Chinese Immigration 
hns worked a modern miracle In the 
magic reclamation of this once reek* 
ing, fever-cursed, Jungle-grown wlld«r-' 
ness. The Chinese It was who first 
braved the poisonous dnrtaof the lurk- 
ing savage, the ■■ perils of tigers and 
reptiles, the flames of fever, and the 
dnnger of dysentery, to conquer theso 
Jungles and dig the tin that put Mar 
laya on the map of the trading world. 
Chinese say that tin "grows"; nnd they 
use the divining rod to locate It 

Singapore Is both' a great trading" 
center and fortress of tho Far East. 
It Is a shining example of how ,6reat 
Britain has "^mud died"— as the British 
thetaselves put It— Into possession of. 
some of tho world's most Important- 
strategic gateways. Singapore Is an.Is- 
land 27 miles long by 14 wide, and 
Just mtssea being the southernmost 
point of the continent of- Asia by a 
half-mile writer channel. It is at the. 
funnel point of the Strait of Mnlnccu, 
which extends between tho Malay' 
peninsula and the Island of Sumatra, 
tho great. water highroad between In- 
dia ..and -'China. 

How Raffles .Made Singapore. 
Llttlo more than; a hundred years 
ago the Island, owned b. y tlio vsultah 



a deserted Jupgle save for a little 'fish* 
Ing village.'; Ships in the China trade 
passed It by as they. passed many an- 
other Jungle shore; tho only ports ol 
call In that region of the world were 
those on the Dutch Islands of Sumatra 
and Java. - But these ports took a lug 
toll In fees, nnd Sir Stnmford Unfiles, 
an ofllclnl of the East Indlri company, 
began to dreom of n free British port 
that would facilitate trade. In 1810 
he obtained the seemingly worthless 
island of SIngnpore for his company 
for n sranll fee. Developments quick- 
ly proved him n prophet, for within 
two yenrs the little trades center ho 
established had a population of 10,000. 
It was only In 1822 thnt the British 
government consented to take an In- 
terest In the place. v 

In the little more than a hundred 
years since It was founded, the - junglo 
of Singapore him given place to a huge 
city of close to 400.000 population, car- 
rying on trade valued at a billion dol- 
lars annually— one of the metropolises 
of the British empire. Its quays and 
anchorages serve thousnnds of craft 
of nil sorts nnd sizes, from tho pic- 
turesque, graceful Malay sampans nnd 
the srodgy Chinese Junks to the fa- 
miliar freighters of the West, and 
what Kipling asserts nre the "lady- 
like" liners. They build up Singa-

Though Singapore is free from du- 
ties, and, to this fact owes Its very 
existence, still the people who make 
up the-clty tnko their toll from -the 
strenm of world trade that flows nbont 
them..

and In an atmosphere of commerce. 
Tens of thousands make their livings 
by caring for shipping, conditioning 
nnd supplying vessels, and taking part 
In loading and unloading goods. The 
port Is primarily a truns-shtppfng point 
for 4inth -Imports and exports. It gives 
what the economists would call "place 
value" to hundreds of commodities 
which- trickle, to Singapore's reser- 
voire of goods from scores of districts 
In the East and nre there obtainable 
In the large quantities that world trade 
demands. In the. city's "godowns"— 
as the East calls Its warehouses-rare 
handled a very large part of the 
world's finest rubber before It begins 
the long Journey that will take most 
of It eventually to American hlghwnyi 
So. too. much of the world's tin Is 
smelted In and. shipped from Singa- 
pore. It might be dubbed "the world's 
pepper pot;" for more pepper Is assem- 
bled there than Is ever held In any 
other pork ) 

Real Cosmopolitan. City. 
If ever n city could claim to be'eos- 
mopolitnn,.SIngapore can. ■ At one of tho 
principal world .crossroads, and with 
a population 100 'per cent Immigrant. 
It £du!d not escape cosmopolitanism; 
It hns drawn Its population from prac- 
tically, all parts of Asia, from Oceania, 
the:Mnlo.v -archipelago, Africa. Europe 
and America. The. Chinese predoml. 
nnte. mnklhg' up about one-half the 
population. There have been mnny 
thousands of Immigrants, from, India. 
Europeans, Americans, nnd Anstrallnns 
uumber less than 10.000. nnd thero are 
probably as many Jnpanes'e, 

The appearance of 'Singapore* shows 
Its mixture of many' Influences. The 
visitor may ride, In 'rlklshns or elec- 
tric cars, automobiles or ancient horse- 
drawn carriages. In tho chief busi- 
ness district he sees modern streets 
and' buildings, and in the Asiatic quar- 
ters he encounters facilities and sights 
and odors thnt smack of the Orient. 
Singapore's houses of worship furnish 
an excellent. Index to Its varied life. 
• There are Christian -cathedrals and 
churches,' Moslem mosques, .nnd the 
templesof half a dozen or more Indian 
nnd Chinese and Japanese faiths. .. 

Without making use of reiteration 
one. can hardly describe the physical 
aspects of Singapore Island adequate- 
ly. It Is an iBlnnd of red, red soil and 
green, green verdure. The soil- -is 
poor, but since SIngnporo Is almost 
at the equator and moist, •vegetation 
might ho said to grow furiously, There 
Is an unending. fight between It nnd tho 
coolies who strive {p prevent its vivid 
green waves from engulfing the con.

In cities much headway has been 
gained ugalnst this disease- breeder. 
Screens, the development of a sani- 
tary -consciousness, the swat-the-tly; 
campaigns nnd spraying lotions have 
noticeably curbed the fly's dnstardll- 
ness. Even so, one has but to step 
out of doors In the populated districts 
fully to realize thut the fly Is yet 
with us. 

Filth in general, nnd exposed gar- 
bage In particular, represent the fly's 
niost popular congregating and- breed- 
ing spots. There Is no excuse what- 
ever for people to permit the exist- 
ence of these conditions, regardless of 
locality. Moreover, concrete floors In 
stnbles and fly proof manure pits will 
decidedly minimize the Uy mer n ce on 
the farm. 

Kill fllesi.T destroy their breeding 
conditions ondsuve'nn urmy of peo- 
ple nnnually. A worthwhile objective. 
Isn't it? Very well then, do your parL 
Fly,: fly away I 
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Hurrah for the Fourth!.
